End Atom Spread 
To Other Nations, 
Ex-AEC Chief Urges 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A former 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission today urged that the 
United States immediately halt ex­ 
ports of all nuclear devices and 
material to reduce the dangers of 
worldwide nuclear proliferation. 
David E. lilienthal, who served as 
the AEC’s first chairman after it was 
formed in 1947, told a Senate subcom­ 
mittee that “ we, the United States, our 
public agencies and our private 
manufacturers, have been and are Uh* 
world's major p roliferates” of 
nuclear technology. 
He contended that despite American 
efforts to control the spread of nuclear 
weapons and materials which could be 
diverted to weapons use, “the tragic 
fact is that the atomic arms race is 
today proceeding at a more furious 
and a more insane pace than ever. 
“ Proliferation of capabilities to 
produce nuclear weapons of mass 
destruction is reaching terrifying 
proportions," said lilienthal, now 
head of Development and Resources 
Corp. based in New York. 
He said that “ we should not be 
overly impressed by the morally in­ 
defensible doctrine that if we do not 
continue to supply these potentially 
deadly materials and this technology, 
other countries will do so." 
lilienthal conceded that it would be 
difficult to predict fully just what 
would result from a U.S. embargo on 
export of nuclear technology, facilities 
and materials. 
“ But what is the alternative?" he 
asked. 
“ Our experience in 
in­ 
ternational negotiations (rn the whole 
has so far been a sad one. If we show 
that we mean business, it may very 
well improve." 
The Senate government operations 
subcommittee, chaired by Sen. John 
Glenn, 
D-Ohio, 
is 
considering 
legislation which would tighten con­ 
trols on U.S. nuclear exports. 
Also testifying before the panel was 
Hans A. Be the, professor emeritus of 
physics at Cornell University and 
winner of the Nobel prize in 1967 
Be the, who headed the theoretical 
physics division at Los Alamos 
Scientific Laboratory during World 
War II development of the atomic 
bomb, called for a prohibition on sale 
of so-called fast breeder reactors to 
countries not already possessing 
nuclear technology. 
Breeder reactors, producing more 
nuclear fuel than they consume, 
generate considerable amounts of 
plutonium which can be diverted 
relatively easily for use in atomic 
weapons. 


Bettie also urged a ban on export of 
sophisticated facilities for separation 
of various isotopes of uranium and 
plutonium — or even the blueprints for 
such facilities. 
However, the Nobel laureate did not 
advocate a total embargo on all 
nuclear exports, such as conventional 
power reactors. 
Coal Plant

CAMBRIDGE, Ohio (AP) — Three 
planning groups in southern and 
eastern Ohio aren’t going to give up 
their hopes of establishing a coai- 
gasification plant for the state’s coal- 
rich counties. 
The groups, representing 21 coun­ 
ties, have scheduled a meeting Jan. 30 
here to explore the chances of at­ 
tracting a coal-gasification plant to the 
area and a possible means of funding 
such a facility. 
Ohio was rebuffed late last year in 
its bid for a S237 million Coal Con 
project, a federally backed coal- 
gasification plant. 
Coal gasification is a process by 
which coal is converted to gas. 
The groups—Ohio Mid-Eastern 
Governments Association, Buckeye 
Hill-Hocking 
Valley 
Regional 
Development District at Marietta and 
the Eastgate Development and Trans­ 
portation Agency at Youngstown- 
have invited county and local officials, 
community 
improvemennt 
cor­ 
porations, chamber of commerce 
representatives, industrialists, utili­ 
ties and consumers to attend the 
meeting. 


Harry F. Smock, executive director 
of the Ohio Mid-Eastern Governments 
Association, said coal gasification is 
our nation's greatest hope for devel­ 
oping energy self-sufficiency. 
The planning groups’ officials also 
believe that Ohio has the need for gas. 
excellent sites for the plant and an 
ample supply of high-sulphur coal. 
Officials of the Ohio Department of 
Economic Development will discuss 
the state’s coal resources and its 
consumption needs and David L. 
Morrison, director of programs, 
development and management for Ba­ 
ttle Memorial Institute, will discuss 
the latest developments in coal 
gasification.

The Social Security tax 
rate would go up threetenths of I per 
cent starting next Jan. I, raising the 
total tax for both employes and em­ 
ployers to 6.15 per cent of a worker’s 
salary, up from the 5.85 per cent now. 
The proposed $42-bUlion federal 
deficit compares with a deficit of about 
$70 billion expected this year. 
But Congress' Democratic leaders 
say Ford's proposals would put too 
tight a squeeze on jobs. There is some 
speculation that Congress' proposed 
budget might run as high as $430 
billion. 
“In dealing with the economy we’re 
going to put jobs on the front burner," 
House Speaker Carl Albert said in an 
interview. 
Albert and House leaders have set 
out an election year strategy that puts 
overriding priority on Congress ap­ 
proval of three bills they say would 
create or preserve 1.4 million lobs.

All-Out Holy War 
Urged In Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Moslems 
called for all-out holy war against the 
Christians in lebanon today in the 
wake of Moslem Premier Rashid Ka- 
rami's resignation. 
“ Believers are called upon by their 
religious duty to rise in arms for jihad 
(holy war) to defend their attacked 
brethren," the muzzeins shouted 
through bullhorns at dawn from their 
needle-shaped minarets. 
Iioudspeaker vans toured Moslem 
quarters of Beirut repeating the call. 
Fierce fighting between rightwing 
Christians and leftist Lebanese 
Moslems and Palestinians raged 
through the night in Beirut and areas 
outside the capital. Police reported 102 
more persons killed in the city and its 
suburbs. 
Karami resigned after the warring 
factions ignored another of his cease­ 
fire calls. laical papers said President 
Suleiman Franjieh was planning to 
form a military government to replace 
Karam i's 
six-man 
coalition 
of 
Christian and Moslems. 
Franjieh installed a 
military 
government last May, a month after 
the civil war started, but pressure 
from most of the civilian politicians 
forced it to resign after three days.

probably would run into the same 
opposition, particularly from the Mos­ 
lems, since most of the officers are 
Christians 
Karami said in a broadcast he was 
passing responsibility for the country 
to the Christian president “ to take 
whatever steps he thinks proper. 


Karami, a 53-year-old millionaire, 
became premier in June with a pledge 
to end the civil war. He negotiated 
more than a dozen cease-fires, but all 
collapsed, and the nine-month death 
toll is now estimated at more than 
8,500.

fighting throughout the night in a fire- 
gutted Moslem pocket in eastern 
Beirut and a besieged Christian en­ 
clave in south lebanon. 
The whole of Beirut was illuminated 
during the night by huge fires in the 
Moslem slum area (rf Karantina, on the 
eastern edge of the city’s harbor. 
The district has been under attack 
by right-wing (Christian militiamen for 
more than 24 hours. The Christians 
said they captured it Sunday night, but 
the leftist forces said they launched a 
counterattack at dawn, and “the 
rightist invaders are being pushed 
out."

MIAMI (AP) — Up to 5,000 football 
fans sulked in hotel rooms or threw 
themselves at the mercy of scalpers 
after learning they had been swindled 
out of Super Bowl tickets in a “too- 
good-to-betrue” package tour to 
Florida, police say. 
“I can’t believe I came all the way 
from Toronto, Canada, to watch the 
game from a lousy hotel," Matt Crone 
said Sunday after watching the game 
on television. "It sounded too good to 
be true at the beginning — a 
guaranteed ticket to the game. I guess 
it was too good." 
Police said the swindle may amount 
to $1.5 million and involved fans who 
paid $375 to $800 for package tours with 
promises of a ticket to the Super Bowl 
game between the Pittsburgh Steelers 
and the Dallas Cowboys. 
But there were no tickets, and police 
said the tour company officials 
disappeared. 
A group calling itself Super Tours 
International and claiming to be 
associated with the International 
Travel Bureau contacted travel agents 
in several states and offered the 
package deals, police said. 
Officials of ITB could not be reached 
for comment.

A 
man who could not successfully 
engineer a simple robbery would not 
shoot someone for nothing 
He was hired. My research showed 
that Ray was broke almost every tune 
he got to Birmingham, Alabama.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two in­ 
ventors whose births are honored in 
January are much better remembered 
for their roles on the stage of American 
history*. 
Thomas 
Paine, 
the 
fiery 
Revolutionary pamphleteer who was 
bom on Jan. 29, 1737, also had an ex­ 
cellent mechanical mind which 
produced numerous patents, ac­ 
cording to Intellectual Property 
Owners Inc., a nonprofit organization 
dedicated to strengthening our patent 
system. Among his inventions was the 
first iron bridge, successfully built in 
England, a machine for planing 
boards, a crane and an improved 
carriage wheel. 
Benjamin Franklin was a great 
statesman and more of a scientist than 
an inventor, but our first "Universal 
Man" did invent bifocal eyeglasses, 
the lightning rod and what came to be 
known as the “Franklin stove." Bom 
Jan. 
17, 
1706, Franklin 
won 
in­ 
ternational attention with his ex­ 
periments with electricity and the 
lightning rod was a more by-product

The condition you describe is 
unusual, but not rare This birth defect 
is known as "super-numerary digits."

When the proper time comes, the 
extra digit (toe or finger) can be safely 
removed by surgery. The results are 
excellent. There are many surgeons 
who devote themselves almost ex­ 
clusively to complicated hand and feet 
abnormalities. 
Since there are no other evidences of 
birth defects you must rest reassured 
that there is no likelihood that any 
additional problems will arise. 
Children bom with extra digits are 
operated on long before they are in 
contact with other children. Con­ 
sequently, embarrassing situations 
are avoided.

removed from my nose. Now Eve been 
told that more have grown in my nose. 
My nose is stopped and my sense of 
smell is almost gone. How can I be 
sure that they won’t come back again 
if I have an operation now?

Dear Mr. L.: 
Nose polyps are grape-like swellings 
that grow on the inner lining of the 
nose. Frequently, there are also polyps 
that lie deep within the sinuses 
themselves. 
All polyps in the nose arc caused by 
infections of the nose and sinuses, 
allergies or a combination of both. 
Herein lies the basts for your 
problem. It is inadequate to remove 
the polyps and not treat the basic 
underlying reason for their develop­ 
ment. 
Almost invariably patients become 
careless when the nasal blockage is 
removed following surgery and fail to 
continue treatment for the allergy or 
the infection 
Consequently, polyps 
will again form and grow until the nose 
is blocked and uncomfortable. 
The loss of smell is also caused by 
the same factors that produce the 
polyps. It is very difficult to speculate 
as to whether the sense of smell will 
return

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NEW YORK (AP) - We may never 
be sure whether it was by design or by 
accident, but the President's State of 
the Union Message coincides with a 
spate of encouraging news about the 
economy. 
Over the past few months, conditions 
have been gradually improving, and 
the public is aware of it. Strong retail 
sales in December were to a great 
extent an expression of returning 
confidence. 
Wholesale prices actually fell in 
December. The prime interest rate is 
falling. It is now under 7 per cent and 
headed downward. The rate of in­ 
flation has tended to slow. More people 
are at work in recent weeks. 
Economists are inclined to say that 
this is just how things were planned. 
Government economists especially 
will be inclined to take credit, claiming 
this was their script for the past year 
or more. 
And, indeed, it is true that if you look 
back at the forecasts made a year ago 
you will see that many of them were 
right on the mark. Then you may re­ 
call, however, how 
lamentably 
inaccurate was their record in prior 
years. 
It remains a question, therefore, 
whether the President can convince 
the people that the economy is 
responding solely to the perception and 
shrewd guidance of the Ford adminis­ 
tration 
Regardless, Ford certainly can 
enjoy the results, the economic 
condition is better than it was six 
months ago, and it does show some 
signs of further improvement Things 
are breaking for the President. 
The real test still u> ahead, however, 
and that is to keep the recovery on 
track. 
Strong as those economic 
signals might seem, there are weak­ 
nesses present, there are obstacles on 
the track. 
One of these weaknesses is unem­ 
ployment, and that can cost Ford 
many votes. Even under the best of 
conditions foreseen, few economists 
expect the jobless rate to get under 7.5 
per cent for 1976. 
Hus also could be a poor year for 
la bor-management relations A panel 
of labor authorities assembled by the 
Conference Board, a nonprofit re­ 
search organization, foresees an in­ 
creased number of strikes this year. 
The inflation rate still is a danger. 
The Commerce Department expects 
prices to rise by about 6.5 per cent in 
1976, compared with 7 per cent last 
year, and that is a rate not easily ac­ 
cepted by most people. 
If we went through the worst decline 
in demand for products in many years 


and still didnt manage to overcome 
inflation, what will prices be like when 
demand increases, as we expect it to? 
Flashing red light! 
One of the biggest tests for the 
President, 
economically 
and 
politically, is expected to come in May. 
The President believes an additional 
$10-billion tax cut and a $395-billion 
budget is needed to keep the economy 
on track 
Many members of Congress, which 
is now required to adopt its own budget 
resolution, including spending and 
deficit targets, disagree. They want a 
bigger budget: a bigger battle could 
ensue that could have direct bearing 
on election results 
Meanwhile, the President can bask 
in some of the most encouraging 
economic news we’ve seen in a long 
time,

Morgan, who challenged the group 
with a civic improvement project, and, 
as a result, Giessenbier and 31 young 
men founded the Young 
Men’s 
Progressive C ivic Association on 
October 13, 1915, at the Mission Inn - 
birthplace of the Jaycee movement 
By 1918, the organization was known 
as the St. Ixmis Junior Chamber of 
Commerce and the fame of its work 
was beginning to become known. As a 
result, Giessenbier decided to form a 
national organization, and at a caucus 
in January of 1920, the U, S, Jaycee 
organization was bom. 
It had its troubles during the 1920’s 
and early 1930’s, but was still one of the 
fastest growing groups in the country. 
A fte r the war the real growth came, 


and today there are some 6,400 local 
organizations with a membership total 
of about 325,000 
The United States Jaycees, which 
had no home city for its headquarters 
until 1935, now operates from the 
modern 
$560,000 
W ar 
Memorial 
building in Tulsa, Oklahoma. It was 
dedicated in 1951 to the Jaycees who 
gave their lives for America in World 
War II. 
At the 1965 convention, held in 
Buffalo, the name of the organization 
was officially changed from the United 
States Junior Chamber of Commerce 
to The United States Jaycees. 
Unking the U. S. Jaycees with 
overseas is the world alliance of 
Jaycees - Junior Chamber Inter­ 
national, founded in 1944, in Mexico 
City. It has spread to 80 countries with 
Jaycee chapters and over 400.000 
members. 


In 1927 Edwin H Thiemeyer and Lee 
Augustine of Cincinnati first began 
their campaign to form the Ohio Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. Thiemeyer 
was President of the Cincinnati Junior 
Chamber of Commerce which had 
been organized by Henry Giessenbier, 
(1921) 
but 
there 
was 
no 
state 
organization, only individual chapters 
throughout the State, Augustine, while 
traveling on business, arranged a 
meeting in Dayton for these isolated 
groups. 


The first organizational meeting at 
Dayton in February, 1928 was un­ 
successful. 
Most 
of 
the 
Junior 
Chambers in Ohio were neither in the 
western or southern part of the state 
except Dayton, Springfield, Columbus, 
Toledo, Bellefontaine, and Marion. 
Many early chapters were organized 
through local effort Either somebody 
had heard of a Junior Chamber of 
Commerce or the idea had suggested 
itself and an organization was started 
in the community. 
The original organization existing in 
Dayton and Columbus eventually were 
defunct and were replaced by the two 


strong organizations in those cities 
today. As a matter of record, it was a 
dispute between the two existing 
chapters in Columbus that broke up 
this first state meeting with no issues 
resolved. 
In the summer of 1929, many of the 
issues discussed in Dayton had been 
resolved in an intensive personal 
campaign on the part of the Founders 
and the Springfield Jaycees were 
persuaded to host the Ohio Junior 
Chamber of Commerce Convention. 
Saturday, October 12, 1929, this 
organizational meeting was held. With 
the approval of a constitution, election 
of officers was held with Thiemeyer 
elected as the first President and 
Augustine as the first Secretary . 
State Conventions were to be held 
every six months with Cincinnati 
hosting the second, lake wood the 
third, and Toledo the fourth. Since the 
Toledo Convention, they are held on an 
annual basts 
At the beginning of efforts 
to 
organize a State Jaycee organization, 
George Chandler, Executive Vice 
President of the Ohio (’hamber of 
Commerce, was contacted and he gave 
full cooperation, 
The Chamber extended to us the 
honor of having our State President act 
as an Ex-officio member of their 
Board of Directors. The growth of our 
State organization has been marked by 
the increase from 6 to 288 chapters in 
Ohio. For the first several years our 
growth was very slow and not too 
encouraging; but today, we are one of 
the three largest Jaycee states in the 
nation, with over 15,000 members in 
more than 288 chapters throughout the 
state. 
The Ohio Jaycees can also be proud 
of the fact that they were the first State 
organization to adopt 100 per cent 
individual Junior Chamber In ter­ 
national membership. January, 1966 
the members voted to adopt the name 
Jaycees in accordance with the 
National organization. 
Today every Ohio Jaycee is proudly 
linked with every Jaycee throughout 
this country and world. 


The Jaycees limit members to those 
young men between the ages of 18 and 
35 to insure that the principles and 
direction of the club are always fresh 
and up-to-date. 
To replenish the supply of new ideas, 
the club must continually seek new 
members.

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Local Jaycees Received Charter In 1942 


The Jaycee movement began in 
Circleville on April 21, 1942, when the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce was 
chartered by young men wishing to 
improve their community and to 
develop leaders thru service to Cir­ 
cleville. 
James Yost served as president. 
Other officers were Sheldon Mader, 1st 
vice-president; Richard Williamson, 
2nd vice-president; Robert Hempker, 
secretary; Fred Grant, treasurer; 
Glenn Skinner, State Director; and 
Roger Vega, Joseph Brink, Harold 
Clifton, Dr. Robert Hedges, John 
Robinson, and Glen Storts, members 
of the Board of Trustees. 
Members were Gail Barthelmas, 
Eugene Barthelmas, T. S. Dennis, 
Charles Glitt, William Gary, John 
Heiskell, Herbert Hammel, Jack Joy, 
Clarence leonard, Oakly Warner, I .co 
McClure. Hubert Puckett, Charles

The Jaycees of Circleville have

Thru the years over 1,500 young men 
in our community have been members 
of this organization and have had the 
opportunity to make CirclevUle a 
better community in which to live. 
They have also been able to use what 
they now have the Jaycee way of life to 
better their businesses, their family 
life, their faith, their country, and 
others. 
The story of the birth, growth and 
development of The United States 
Jaycees is an interesting one. 
In 1914, in St. Ixmis, Mo., Henry 
Giessenbier was an ambitious, 22- 
year-old bank employe and president 
of a federation of dancing clubs. This 
federation was formed when Henry 
merged his own special - the Her­ 
culaneum - with several sim ilar 
organizations. To spice the meetings of 
the federation, speakers often ap­ 
peared, discussing the vital topics of 
the day. One speaker was Colonel H. N. 
Morgan, who challenged the group 
with a civic improvement project, and, 
as a result, Giessenbier and 31 young 
men founded the Young 
Men’s 
Progressive Civic Association on 
October 13, 1915, at the Mission Inn - 
birthplace of the Jaycee movement. 
By 1918, the organization was known 
as the St. I/>uis Junior Chamber of 
Commerce and the fame of its work 
was beginning to become known. As a 
result, Giessenbier decided to form a 
national organization, and at a caucus 
in January of 1920, the U. S. Jaycee 
organization was bom. 
It had its troubles during the 1920's 
and early 1930’s, but was still one of the 
fastest growing groups in the country 
After the war the real growth came. 


and today there are some 6,400 local 
organizations with a membership total 
of about 325,000. 
The United States Jaycees, which 
had no home city for its headquarters 
until 1935, now operates from the 
modern $560,000 War Memorial 
building in Tulsa, Oklahoma. It was 
dedicated in 1951 to the Jaycees who 
gave their lives for America in World 
War II. 
At the 1965 convention, held in 
Buffalo, the name of the organization 
was officially changed from the United 
States Junior Chamber of Commerce 
to The United States Jaycees. 
linking the U. S. Jaycees with 
overseas is the world alliance of 
Jaycees - Junior Chamber Inter­ 
national. founded in 1944, in Mexico 
City. It has spread to 80 countries with 
Jaycee chapters and over 400,000 
members. 


In 1927 Edwin H Thiemeyer and U e 
Augustine of Cincinnati first began 
their campaign to form the Ohio Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. Thiemeyer 
was President of the Cincinnati Junior 
Chamber of Commerce which had 
been organized by Henry' Giessenbier, 
(1921) 
but 
there 
was 
no 
state 
organization, only individual chapters 
throughout the State, Augustine, while 
traveling on business, arranged a 
meeting in Dayton for these isolated 
groups. 


The first organizational meeting at 
Dayton in February, 1928 was un­ 
successful. Most of the Junior 
Chambers in Ohio were neither in the 
western or southern part of the state 
except Dayton, Springfield, Columbus, 
Toledo, Bellefontaine, and Marion. 
Many early chapters were organized 
through local effort Either somebody 
had heard of a Junior Chamber of 
Commerce or the idea had suggested 
itself and an organization was started 
in the community. 
The original organization existing in 
Dayton and Columbus eventually were 
defunct and were replaced by the two

Jaycee Creed W ritten In 1947 


Bill Brownfield, inspired by the 
Milwaukee Convention in 1946, wrote 
the Jaycee Creed, officially adopted by 
The U. S. Jaycees in 1947. 
In 1951, he added the line which 
affirms the Jaycees’ belief in God, and 
now precedes all other parts of the 
Creed. 
After writing the Creed, Brownfield 
etched a brilliant Jaycee career, 
serving as state president in Ohio and 
U. S. Jaycee vice president. He is best 
remembered for the creed for it is the 
perfect expression of the spirit of 
young men who want to better the 
world in which they live. 
In Buffalo at the 1965 annual con­ 
vention, Brownfield was honored for 
his outstanding service by being 
unanimously 
elected 
Honorary 
President of The United States 
Jaycees.

strong organizations in those cities 
today. As a matter of record, it was a 
dispute between the two existing 
chapters in Columbus that broke up 
this first state meeting with no issues 
resolved. 
In the summer of 1929, many of the 
issues discussed in Dayton had been 
resolved in an intensive personal 
campaign on the part of the Founders 
and the Springfield Jaycees were 
persuaded to host the Ohio Junior 
Chamber of Commerce Convention. 
Saturday, October 12, 1929, this 
organizational meeting was held. With 
the approval of a constitution, election 
of officers was held with Thiemeyer 
elected as the first President and 
Augustine as the first Secretary. 
State Conventions were to be held 
every six months with Cincinnati 
hosting the second, I .akewood the 
third, and Toledo the fourth. Since the 
Toledo Convention, they are held on an 
annual basis 
At the beginning of efforts to 
organize a State Jaycee organization. 
George Chandler, Executive Vice 
President of the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce, was contacted and he gave 
full cooperation. 
The Chamber extended to us the 
honor of having our State President act 
as an Ex-officio member of their 
Board of Directors. The growth of our 
State organization has been marked by 
the increase from 6 to 288 chapters in 
Ohio. For the first several years our 
growth was very slow and not too 
encouraging; but today, we are one of 
the three largest Jaycee states in the 
nation, with over 15,000 members in 
more than 288 chapters throughout the 
state. 
The Ohio Jaycees can also be proud 
of the fact that they were the first State 
organization to adopt IOO per cent 
individual Junior Chamber Inter­ 
national membership. January, 1966 
the members voted to adopt the name 
Jaycees in accordance with the 
National organization. 
Today every Ohio Jaycee is proudly 
linked with every Jaycee throughout 
this country and world. 


The Jaycees limit members to those 
young men between the ages of 18 and 
35 to insure that the principles and 
direction of the club are always fresh 
and up-to-date. 
To replenish the supply of new ideas, 
the club must continually seek new 
members. Young men interested in the 
club are invited to join.

Steelers Win Super Bowl; Top Dallas 21-17 


MIAMI (A P) - They sawed off the 
shotgun. They outmuscled the flex. 
They did everything that it takes to 
make for good, basic, dull football — 
and it was anything but dull. 
The Pittsburgh Steelers, for the 
second straight year the greatest team 
in professional football, dealt the wild­ 
card Cowboys of Dallas a fistful of 
fundamentáis Sunday and came away 
with a 21-17 victory in what was easily 
the most thrilling Super Bowl game yet 
played. 
And having carved an X on the bad 
rap these National Football league 
extravaganzas have carried since 
their inception, the Steelers imme­ 
diately began thinking about carving a 
special niche of their own in the record 
books by winning a third title in a row. 
The Cowboys, with quarterback 
Itoger Staubach passing out of a deep- 
set shotgun offense and a "flex” 
defense designed to consternate Pitts­ 
burgh, had added a few new wrinkles 
to this game. But for all their efforts, 
all they got were furrowed brows. It 
was blocking and tackling — all there 


really is to football, when you get down 
to it — that made the difference. 
" I’m a big deal today — but 
tomorrow we start working for Super 
Bowl X J,M said Reggie Harrison, the 
bemused, almost embarrassed Steeler 
whose fourth-quarter blocked punt 
produced a safety and started Pitt­ 
sburgh working in earnest toward the 
triumph in Super Bowl X. 
" I think we’ll be enjoying this one a 
lot more than the last one,” added 
naming back Franco Harris, a star in 
the Steelers’ Super Bowl IX victory 
over Minnesota but little more than a 
bit-part player in this one. "W e’re No. 
1 two times in a row and there’s not too 
many teams that can say that. Now 
it’U be nice to try for No. 3 — and no 
team can say that yet.” 
Two was hard to come by. The game 
was a relatively even one statistically, 
but those are only cold numbers on a 
chart. On the field it was as uneven as 
a manic-depressive, first raising the 
Cowboys hopes, then dashing them, 
then doing the same to the Steelers’ 
emotions. 


The tempo crashed back and forth, 
bouncing as crazily as the football that 
careened into and out of the Dallas end 
zone after Harrison had collided with it 
in mid-air, jawbone to pigskin.
